Sierra Madre Search and Rescue Team was lost or injured in the mountainous areas with 

operations including California, Nevada, Arizona 
and Baja California. They receive no tax-sup¬ 
ported funds and are, therefore, funded privately. 

Last year members, who include both women 
and men, completed 100 operations helping 140 
people. They spent 15,000 man hours and gave 
65 mountain safety lectures to all sorts of groups, 
which includes both youth and senior clubs. 

The local search and rescue team was started 
by the La Lone brothers 33 years ago and has 
been operating ever since. The group started with 
four men and $300 of used equipment. At present 
they have three bloodhounds and three avalanche 
search dogs to be used by the team to aid'ifrtf&ctcing 
lost individuals. The dogs are owned and trained 
by individual team members. 

The team has an annual budget of $50,000 
and is always short of equipment. No call for 
aid is refused. 

The team is associated with the International 
Mountain Rescue Association (MRA), an organiza¬ 
tion designed to disseminate new mountaineering 
techniques, equipment research, rescue procedure 
development and to maintain operational pro¬ 
ficiency of member teams. 

The team is a part of the Mountain Rescue 
section of the Search and Rescue Group of the 
Mexican and American rescue teams. 

Locally the team operates under the auspices 
of the Los Angeles County Sheriff’s Office and 
works with Sierra Madre, Arcadia, Monrovia and 
Pasadena, aiding their law enforcement agencies 
in rescuing lost and injured hikers.

SECTION 4100. ADOPTION OF THE

There is hereby adopted by the 
City Council of the City of Sierra Madre 
for the purpose of prescribing regulations 
governing conditions hazardous to life 
and property from fire or explosion, that 
certain Code and Standards known as the 
Uniform Fire Code, including Appendix 
Chapters and Uniform Fire Code 
Standards published by the Western 
Fire Chiefs Association and the Inter¬ 
national conference of Building Offi¬ 
cials, being particularly the 1982 edi¬ 
tions thereof and the whole thereof, 
save and except such portions as are 
hereinafter modified or amended by 
section 4 of this ordinance of which Code 
and Standards not less than three (3) 
copies have been and are now filed 
in the office of the city clerk of the 
City of Sierra Madre and the same 
arc hereby adopted and incorporated 
as fully as if set out at length here¬ 
in, and from the date on which this 
ordinance shall take effect, the provision 
thereof shall be controlling within the li¬ 
mits of the City of Sierra Madre 
SECTION 2. Section 4101 of the Sierra 
Madre Municipal Code is hereby amen 
ded to read as follows: 

SECTION 4101 ESTABLISHMENT 
AND DUTIES OF BUREAU OF FIRE 
PREVENTION 

(a) The Uniform Fire Code shall be 
enforced by the Bureau of Fire Pre¬ 
vention in the Fire Department of the 
City of Sierra Madre which is hereby 
established and which shall be operated 
under the supervision of the Chief of the 
Fire Department. 

(b) The Chief in charge of the Bureau 
of Fire Prevention shall be appointed by 
ihe City Administrator of the City of 
Sierra Madre. 

(c) The Chief of the Fire Department 
may detail such members of the Fire 
Department as Inspectors as shall from 
time to time be necessary. The Chief 
of the Fire Department shall recommend 
to the City Administrator the employ¬ 
ment of technical inspectors, who, when 
such authorization is made, shall be 
selected through an examination to deter¬ 
mine their fitness for the position. The 
examination shall be open to members 
and non-members of the Fire Depart¬ 
ment, and appointments made after ex¬ 
amination shall be for an indefinite term 
with removal only for cause. 


Section 10.308.1. added — Dry Chemical 
Extinguishing Systems in Institution and 
Restaurant Kitchens. Section 10.308.1 
is added to the Uniform Fire Code to 
read as follows: 


"Section 10.308.1 (a) In all institutional 
and restaurant cooking facilities where 
food containing fat is fried, broiled or 
barbequed upon or over a grill, pit or 
spit, there shall be installed in the hood, 
grease duct and filter system, a dry 
chemical extinguishing system.” 

(b) Installation shall conform with the 
National Fire Protection Association 
Standard 17, dated 1980. 


Section I0.309-B-I added — Automatic 
Fire Extinguishing Systems. Section 
10.309-B I is added to the Uniform Fire 
Code to read as follows: 


"Section I0.309-B-1. The following 
conditions will mandate the inclusion of 
an approve automatic fire sprinkler sys- 


(*) All buildings hereinafter construc¬ 
ted exceeding seven thousand five hund¬ 
red (7,500) square feet of floor area 
and existing buildings which upon comp¬ 
letion of addition exceeds seven thousand 
five hundred (7,500) square feet of floor 


(b) All buildings hereinafter construc¬ 
ted having a place of public assembly 
above the first floor and having an 
occupant load of more than fifty (50) 
people. 

(c) All buildings hereinafter construc¬ 
ted three (3) or more stories in height. 

(d) All buildings hereinafter construc¬ 
ted which are more than three hundred 
(300) feet by vehicular access from a 
standard fire hydrant. 

(c) All garages hereinafter construc¬ 
ted which are attached to a dwelling 
unit shall have a minimum of two 
automatic sprinkler heads per auto
